A recent debate in the House of 
Commons on the proposal to loan four 
million dollars to the Vancouver Har¬ 
bor Commission for terminal facili¬ 
ties. brought out many matters of in¬ 
terest to Alberta farmers.

This frapk admission 
coming from a business man of inter¬ 
national reputation, is in direct op¬ 
position to the propaganda issued by 
the Grain Trade, which claims the 
Wheat Pool has been of no benefit to 
the wheat producers of Western Can¬ 
ada.

Tradespeople, professional 
men and other public servants will at¬ 
test to that latter as a declaration of 
fact. To be sure, no one would place 
the brand of “dead-beat” upon all who. 
are slow in pay. There are extenuat¬ 
ing circumstances in all phases of life 
‘ and financial reverses, poverty and ill- 
fortune are visited upon most mem¬ 
bers of the human family sometime 
during their worldly existence. To¬ 
ward such the creditor-world gladly 
shows patience. But Hubbard re¬ 
marks that "curiously enough, the 
people who are most given to this 
sort of sin are not the poor nor the il¬ 
literate.’’ Hubbard might have mused 
over the matter further and found 
that the “postponers and evaders of 
payments of small bills” may be di¬ 
vided into two groups, those, who 
must gratify a mania—for buying, 
knowing they have not the wherewith¬ 
al to pay for their extravagances, and 
those who, without any perverted in¬ 
tent to defraud or cheat, have allow¬

POOL CONFERENCE 

In the feature address of the Inter¬ 
national Wheat Pool conference held 
at Kansas City, Missourie, on Thurs¬ 
day, May 6th, H. W. Wood, One of the 
dominant figures in the Wheat Pool 
movement in Canada, expressed him¬ 
self as opposed to a world wheat Pool 
under central control. 

< “If what is meant by'a world-wide 
wheat pool is the merging of all co¬ 
operate wheat selling into one pool 
unit under some kind of central man¬ 
agement, then I am unalterably op¬ 
posed to it, because I do not believe it 
practical to do so,” Mr. Wood said. 

The chairman of the board of direc¬ 
tors of the Alberta Wheat Pool deliv¬ 
ered the feature address of the con¬ 
ference and gave a careful exposition 
of the economics of the Wheat Pool. 
He explained the Canadian Pool’s at¬ 
titude towards international pooling 
by saying that everything should be 
done ts extend the Pool system of 
marketing to all the wheat that is 
grown in the world, but on the unit 
plan, with each Pool unit taking the 
responsibility of its own work. Then 
between the Pools there should be the 
closest kind of co-opeartion, especially 
in co-ordinating their selling. 

Referring to the operations of the 
Canadian Pool, Mr. Wood sarct: ’’We 
have a Wheat Pool In Canada hand¬ 
ling over half of the wheat, while^twe 
wheat growers in United States are 
protected by a 42 cent per bushel tar¬ 
iff. On the day I am writing this 
May wheat closed in Winnipeg at 
$1.42%, and in Chicago at $1.33%. 
The Grain Trade may tell us that the 
Wheat Pool had nothing to do with 
the higher prices In Winnipeg. Be 
that as it may, the situation is sug¬ 
gestive.’’ 

The speaker read a despatch from 
Glasgow, Scotland, in which Alexan¬ 
der Buchanan, chairman ot a waking 
Sociely, complained of the Wneat 
Pools of Canada holding up the pr«:e 
of wheat in the face of a world’s sur¬ 
plus. 

Mr. Wood said: “I presume that 
Mr. Buchanan, as chairman o? a wak¬ 
ing society,thinks the baker is entitled 
to include all costs of production with 
a reasonable profit, in the price to the 
consumer. This, of course, is a per¬ 
fectly normal attitude of mind. He 
also seems solicitous of the interests 
of the consumer and bewails the fact 
that the usual drop in price did not 
occur when there happened to be a 
moderate increase in the visible sup¬ 
ply of wheat. He seems to think that 
as a matter of course the producer 
would take the drop as some sort of 
a moral obligation, regardless of the 
cost of production or losses to the 
producer. While his mind seems to 
be perfectly normal in regard to the 
right relationship of prices between 
the producer, or baker, of bread ana 
j the consumer, his vision does not ex- 
j tend to the producer of wheat.” 

LIVESTOCK 

- ■ 1 1 

Alternating periods of overproduc¬ 
tion and shortage are characteristic 
phenomena in every field of economic 
effort, and in agriculture the effect of 
this fluctuation is particularly marked 
because the farm is a small unit and 
farmers as a group have not been suf¬ 
ficiently well informed concerning 
world conditions to regulate their pro 
duction in relation to the world de¬ 
mand. When a particular "crop Is 
found profitable, farmers rush into 
that form of production, and, in the 
case of most crops, no long time elap 
ses before overproduction occurs. 

For a number of years, cattle pro¬ 
duction has been unprofitable; beef 
and hide prices have been relatively 
low. . The reduced buying power of 
Europe and the meat war in the Ar¬ 
gentine have accentuated this situa¬ 
tion. For the past three or four years 
there has been a steady decrease in 
the number of cattle held in most 
countries; last year, for instance, the 
number in the United States was re¬ 
duced 3%. The feeling has gradually 
spread that cattle raising is inevitably 
unprofitable and herds have almost 
come to be S liability rather than an 
asset; yet, now, prices are firmer and 
those who were more far sighted and 
had sufficient capital to keep up their 
herds during the depression, are be¬ 
ginning to hope that satisfactory 
profits will be made in the near fu¬ 
ture. 

If this future follows past trends, 
prices will increase for several years 
until enthusiasm has taken the place 
of pessimism, and another period of 
overproduction will follow. In the 
past, the rise and fall of cattle prices 
has been remarkably regular, with 
periods of good prices lasting about 
eight years, followed by low prices 
lasting about the same length of time. 
Prices were high in 1886, 1889 and 
1915, but since the war have been con¬ 
stantly low. 

British demand is the most import¬ 
ant factor in the Canadian export mar 
ket. Of Great Britain’s imports of 
live animals, the greatest number 
come from Ireland with an annual 
value of about eighty million dollars, 
against imports from Canada of 
about ten million dollars. The experi¬ 
ment of shipping cattle to Scotland 
for feeding has proved most success¬ 
ful and there is good reason to hope 
for further impovement in this trade. 
There is some hesitation about devel¬ 
oping further facilities for this trade 
in Scotland because of the feeing 
that a cattle shortage in the United 
States might lead to a change in tar¬ 
iff policy, which would result in Can¬ 
adian cattle going to that market. As 
the Scottish importer becomes more 
certain of the Canadian supply, this 
objection will no longer be a factor. 
In the past two years, most of the cat 
tie sent overseas have gone to the 
Scottish farms as feeders. 


A Saskatchewan farmer relates his 
experience in sheep raising as follows: 
“.We kept 40 ewes through the winter 
of 1925-26 and fed them on oflt 
sheaves, chaff and hay consisting or a 
mixture of wild upland hay, slough 
hay and sweet clover. The next 
spring the ewes dropped 44 lambs, all 
of which we raised. The wether lambs 
were sold for $9 each and the ewes 
were kept for breeding purposes. The 
wool clip averaged about 7 pounds per 
head and sold for 35 cents per pound. 
We find that sheep will keep the cul¬ 
tivated land free of weeds if they are 
allowed to pasture on it.” 


SEWINGMACHINfS 

Results just announced of the con¬ 
tinent-wide search for the 100 oldest 
sewing machines in Canada and the 
United States reveals that in this day 
when a .two-year-old automobile is 
considered “old”, thousands of women 
are still sewing on machines that their 
mothers and even grandmothers used 
nearly three-quarters of a century 
ago. The first successful sewing ma¬ 
chine was put on the market in 1851, 
and the search for the oldest machines 
still in use, which was conducted by 
the Singer Sewing Machine Company- 
in observance of its seventy-fifth an¬ 
niversary. brought to light 100 ma¬ 
chines from 68 to 74 years old. Most 
of these were still in every-day ser¬ 
vice. During the search, which was 
carried into every part of Canada, let¬ 
ters were received from 153(040 own¬ 
ers entering machines in the contest. 
More than 100,000 of these were at 
least 40 years old, but the winning 
machines were all manufactured be¬ 
fore the beginning of the American 
Civil War. The winning group by 
makes were as follows: Singer, 73; 
Grover & Baker, 10; Howe, 5; Wilcox 
& Gibbs, 5; Wheeler & Wilson, 5; 
Leavitt, 1; Bartholf, 1. Each winner 
in the contest has received in ex¬ 
change for her old machine a latest 
model Singer Electric. 

Letters from the winners included 
stories' of pioneer women who carried 
their machines across the plains and 
the Rocky Mountains when they went 
to make new homes—one even went 
around Cape Horn, stories of women 
who found a way to make a living for 
their children through this invention 
which came closer to their lives than 
had any before in history, and simple 
stories of family life. Included among 
the Canadian winners were Mrs. P. W. 
Willis, Cranbrook B.C. who entered a 
Singer 73 years old; J. T. McQueen, 
New Glasgow, N.S., and Mrs. Fred 
Joyce, Toronto, Ont., whose Singer 
machines have each given 68 years of 
service; and Mrs. D. W. McCain, Hum 
berstone, Ont., who entered a Howe 
machine of the same age. 

And so the records run of this first 
labor-saving device to be introduced 
into the home, the invention which ef¬ 
fected a new epoch in the lives of wo¬ 
men. Today, it is difficult to find a 
home that Is not equipped with some 
kind of sewing machine. It is e>*ti- 
mated that there are at present more 
than twenty-three million sewing ma¬ 
chines in family use. 


ITEMS OF INTEREST 


Hudson Maxim, the inventor, died 
at the age of 76 years from anaema. 

Indians and Eskimos are to take 
part in Canada’s diamond jubilee 
wherever possible. 

Out in North Dakota it is proposed 
to revoke licenses of all motorists con 
victed of driving while intoxicated, 
and to give power to the judges and 
magistrates to prohibit such persons 
from driving an automobile Por a per¬ 
iod of two years. “This,” says the 
Barrie Examiner, "would be drastic 
treatment but none too severe for 
drunken drivers who menace the safe¬ 
ty of those using highways.’’ 

Word comes from the Engineering 
Department of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway that when the Banff Springs 
Hotel opens on May 15th, for the 
summer season, the north wing of the 
building will have been completed arid 
ready for occupancy. Next year at 
the same date the south wing will 
have been rebuilt, when there will be 
at the service of the public a notel of 
over 600 rooms and baths, as well as 
its other splendid accomodations. 

Lou Parr, proprietor of the Yukon 
hotel, Stavely, purchased the top steer 
in a bunch of 180 recently unloaded in 
the Calgary yards for his hotel din¬ 
ing room. Lou says “the best is none 
too good for Stavely.” This beef ani¬ 
mal was bred by Senator Dan Riley 
and was fed by Mr. McDaniels of 
High River, and will dress according 
to abbatoir estimates 62 per cent. 
Guests at the Yukon hotel will find 
their order for roast beef well-filled 
for the next day or two. 

The significance of Canada’s Jubilee 
Year is keenly appreciated by the Old 
Country, if one may judge from some 
remarks which have fallen from the I 
staid and self-contained Spectator. 
That journal, whose loyalty to sound 
educational standards is not open to | 
question, is of the opinion that it is 
important for the British schoolboy to 1 
know something of the history of, 
Canada even at the cost of neglecting 
the Pelopenesian war. There can in- i 
deed be little doubt that the growth of 
self-governing Dominions is one of' 
the most conspicuous phenomena in ] 
the evolution of society in recent I 
years. If the British school Ijoy is to! 
acquire a real working knowledge of j 
the Empire as an organic whole, it ob-j 
viously will not do to treat the war of! 
1812, for example, as a mere accidental 
side issue^ of the history of England. I 
Such of the great Dominions has a: 
history of its own which can no long-1 
er be regarded as a series of incidents 1 
in the tale of British seafaring ana 
discovery—Whitby Gazette.

Calgary police report a deadly toll 
during April. Seventeen persons were 
injured, two fatally in 192 separate 
mishaps. 

The total amount of wheat in Can¬ 
ada as at March 31, 1927, was 175,- 
978.000 as compared with 161,376,000 
last year at the same date. 

There is a certain degree of econ¬ 
omy in buying soap in quantity, be¬ 
cause it hardens as it stands and 
hence goes further as it ages. 

General MacBrien, who resigned as 
chief of staff of the Canadian Militia, 
will enjoy a thirteen months' leave of 
absence from June 1st. He will get a 
salary of $9000 and allowances. 

The Canadian National Railway 
wished to issue a warning to employ¬ 
ees at Winnipeg and the notice had 
to be printed in ten different lang¬ 
uages. It is said that at least twenty 
nationalities are represented in the 
section for which the notice was in¬ 
tended. 

Hamilton’s air port comes into op- 
eratiorl May 1st. The property used 
is four hundred acres in extent ami is 
just north-etst of the city limits. A 
large hangar is being constructed and 
the Id homestead on the property will 
be remodelled as an aviation boarding 
school. 

Work on the new pool elevator at 
Macleod is starting this week, and the 
contractors expect to finish it by June 
1st. The Macleod Milling Co., will 
also replace their elevator which was 
burned early this spring. This will 
give Macleod four elevators to handle 
this year’s crop. 

Recent estimates passed show 
$2,222,593 allotted for civil aviation 
in this country, mostly in connection 
with forest and survey services. The 
programme this year includes air pa¬ 
trols for fire protection of over 70 
million acres of forest lands in east¬ 
ern and northern Manitoba an.-v nor¬ 
thern Saskatchewan, and for lire de¬ 
tection patrols j>f over 314 million 
acres in the forest reserves in the 
foothills of the Rocky Mountains m 
western Alberta. The air survey pro¬ 
gramme includes work in every prov¬ 
ince of the Dominion. 

The habit that Canadian teachers 
have of spending their long vacations 
in Paris to brush up their French is 
an excellent one. But a much better 
plan is for the teachers in French in 
Ontario and the other provinces to 
study French among the French- 
speaking people of Canada and the 
impetus that is being given to this 
movement by Premier G. Howard Fer¬ 
guson of Ontario, is most commend¬ 
able. Premier Ferguson as minister 
of education, is providing a summer 
course in French for Ontario high 
school teachers to be held this sum¬ 
mer in Quebec City. Here, in the 
most charming and storied surround¬ 
ings in all Canada, Ontario teachers 
will learn, many of them for the first 
time, that no purer French is spoken 
anywhere than is spoken by the good 
people of Quebec city.

ITEMS OF INTEREST 


Claresholm Elks have purchased the 
fair grounds from the town, to be 
kept for sports, baseball, race meets, 
etc. 

It is estimated that 23,500,000 acres 
will be sown to crops thi4 year in 
Western Canada, an increase of 2,500- 
000 acres over 1926. Seeding is now 
general throughout the west. 

Birds are nesting all over town and 
country side and lovers of our feath¬ 
ered friends are making war on cats 
prowling in the vicinity of the nests 
and in every way possible protecting 
the birds. 

In order to solve a terriffic problem, 
Glasgow is building a bridge at Fin- 
nestoun to cost £1,000,000. This 
bridge will eliminate four ferries and 
a tunnel in the busy western district. 

Mennonites have bought 2,500 
acres of land in the Vulcan district, 
paying $125,000 to the vendors, Mes¬ 
srs. M. and R. Lyman. The Mennon- 
ites have acquired 12 sections this 
spring in Southern Alberta. 

Parents should take a few minutes 
to warn their children not to play on 
the pavements or streets. Frequently 
youngsters are seen deliberately teas¬ 
ing motor drivers by dodging across 
the road. Sooner or later this prac¬ 
tice brings disaster. 

Sugarp rices have been going up 
steadily during the last few months 
and if the sugar cane area of Louis¬ 
iana is flooded, as now threatened, it 
looks as if Southern Alberta beet 
growers should face a good year. The 
irrigationist who plants beets in 1927 
can make few mistakes. 

The production of moving pictures 
in Alberta would do more to advertise 
this province all over the world than 
any other agency. The Alberta De¬ 
velopment Board (southern section) 
should lend its influence to establish 
the movie industry here. 

Earl Grey, on co-operation; “The 
principle of co-operation draws the 
whole community together. It breaks 
down barriers. It unites the state. It 
gives hope to the humblest toiler and 
it strengthens the great moral idea of 
duty, without which no state can en¬ 
due.’’ 

Strong opposition to the suggested 
move of Military District No. 13 from 
Calgary to Edmonton is expressed 
around Calgary and we do not wonder 
at it. Political wire-pulling may 
bring about the change but if it does 
it will ultimately work to the detri¬ 
ment of the Liberal party and Edmon 
ton. 

The raging torrents along the Mis¬ 
sissippi valley after three weeks ram¬ 
page has left a dreadful toll of life 
and property. •, Over 300,000 people 
are homeless and the mourtary loss is 
enormous and mpre than 5,000,000 ac¬ 
res of farm and swamp lands were in¬ 
undated. It is one of the greatest 
disasters in the world’s history and 
the Red Cross Society is performing 
heroic work in that illfated district. 

One of the most powerful radio 
stations in Canada will be erected in 
Red Deer, Alberta, by the Alberta Pa¬ 
cific Grain Co. Studios will be operat¬ 
ed in both Calgary and Edmonton by 
remote control to the main broadcast¬ 
ing station in Red Deer. It is also 
announced that Alberta will Tiave a 
permanent radio inspector, serving 
the entire province and headquarters 
atCalgary. 

Soaking rains have fallen in the dry 
belt at Bow Island. Foremost and oth¬ 
er points and farmers who stuck 
there through the dry years are hope¬ 
ful of a bumper crop. We hope so. 

The Calgary Power Co. offered the 
town of Claresholm the sum of $30,- 
000 for their power plant and it is 
thought the by-law for the granting 
of a franchise will be'endorsed by the 
citizens. 

A man who defrauded several Beav¬ 
erton merchants by selling them ad¬ 
vertising on a fake stage screen is 
now doing two years in the Reforma¬ 
tory. Not only in Beaverton but in 
other towns did this man find, many 
victims who were eager to take ad¬ 
vantage of what looked to be a good 
advertising proposition. The faker’s 
method was to "sell’ the space, collect 
the*money in advance and depart for 
parts unknown. He was apprehended 
at Bradford, a small village, where he 
got his just deserts. The moral of 
this incident is that business men can¬ 
not do better than use the legitimate 
and well tried means of advertising 
through the press.

Just to demonstrate how busy we 
have been with stern reality, it can be 
cited that a year has passed and fail¬ 
ed to bring out a single new breakfast 
food. 

A “genuine baker’s yeast” made by 
the North West Brewing Company, of 
Edmonton, is the latest product on the 
prairie market. A special installation 
of machinery has been made to take 
care of this produce. 

Arrangements are being made for 
the transportation of the additional 
2.600 buffalo from tne .Wainwright 
National Park to the reserve on the 
Slave River, this summer. The first 
shipment is expected to be made early 
in June. 

W. J. Jackman, Wheat Pool director 
for Edmonton district, will address a 
series of meetings along the Canadian 
National Railway in British Columbia. 
Many wheat farmers there are anx¬ 
ious to join the Pool. The new con¬ 
tract provides for their admission. 

Benj. Davis, a former weigher of 
the .Union Milk Co., was sentenced to 
six .months imprisonment charged 
with an alleged conspiracy with far¬ 
mers supplying milk to the above com 
pany to defraud a person or persons 
unknown. 

Eight hundred families from Switz¬ 
erland are expected to come out to 
Western Canada to settle during 1927, 
according to the Acting Consul for 
Switzerland at Winnipeg.
